The Wilmot Board of Selectmen would like to thank all the employees and 
volunteers that have made this past year move forward on many facets.

Selectmen recommended this article. Amendment passes. The Moderator read the amended article. 
Chairman Long read the proposed budget. It was also noted that there was a three and half percent 
pay raise across the board for all employees. There was a one- percent pay increase for elected 
officials, (which includes the town clerk.) Article 3 passed by voice vote. 


Article 4 

After the Moderator read the article a motion was made by Selectman Huntoon and seconded by 
Selectman Brodich to accept the article as written (To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of seventy five thousand dollars ($75,000.00) for the purpose of paving 
Wilmot town-owned roads and authorize the Selectmen to withdraw fifty thousand dollars 
($50,000.00) from the Paving Trust Fund established in 2007 for said purpose. The balance of 
twenty five thousand dollars ($25,000.00) is to come from general taxation. This is a non- 
lapsing article and will not lapse until the paving is complete or 2019 whichever is sooner.) The 
Selectmen recommended this article. Selectman Huntoon explained that the Road Agent Tim Martin 
is planning to finish the rest of Campground Road. $50,000.00 will come out of the capital reserve 
and $25,000.00 will be raised by taxes. After brief discussion the article passed by voice vote. 


Article 5 

After the Moderator read the article, a motion was made by Selectman Brodich and seconded by 
Chairman Long to accept Article 5 as written. (To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of twenty thousand dollars ($20,000.00) to be placed in the expendable 
Paving Trust Fund established in 2007 for the purpose of paving Wilmot town-owned roads.) 
The Selectmen recommended the article. Article 5 passed by voice vote without discussion. 


Article 6 

After the Moderator read the article, a motion was made by Chairman Long and seconded by 

Selectman Huntoon to accept Article 6 as written. (To see if the Town will vote to raise and 

appropriate the sum of fifteen thousand dollars ($15,000.00) to be placed in the Equipment 
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Capital Reserve Fund for the purpose of purchasing highway vehicles and associated 
equipment.) The Selectmen recommended the article. Article 6 passed by voice vote without 
discussion. 


Article 7 

After the Moderator read the article, a motion was made by Selectman Huntoon and seconded by 
Chairman Long to accept Article 7 as written. (To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of five thousand dollars ($5,000.00) to be placed in the Police Cruiser 
Capital Reserve Fund for the purpose of purchasing a police vehicle.) The Selectmen 
recommended the article. Article 7 passed by voice vote without discussion. 


Article 8 

After the Moderator read the article a motion was made by Selectman Brodich and seconded by 
Selectman Huntoon to accept the article as written. (To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of sixty seven thousand dollars ($67,000.00) for the purpose of funding 
operations for the Wilmot Volunteer Fire Department and the Wilmot F.A.S.T. Squad). The 
Selectmen recommended the article. Rick Gauthier from Campground Rd - what will the additional 
money be spent on? Chief Scully — We are asking for an additional $5,000.00 because in the last 5 
years there were no increases. The fire department needs to use the fundraising money to 
compensate the operating budget. They are looking for the extra money to take the burden off of the 
fire department members. The fire department is reaching the limit. It takes a lot of time from their 
personal life. There were questions and discussion on discrepancies in the town report and the report 
Chief Scully handed out at the fire department special meeting. Chief Scully explained that maybe 
the reports are not showing from January to December. Chief Scully explained that maybe last year’s 
appropriation is on this year’s report. Article 8 passed by voice vote. 


Article 9 

After the Moderator read the article (To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of eighty five thousand dollars ($85,000.00) to be put into the Fire Truck Capital Reserve 
Fund for the replacement of a fire truck) a motion was made by Chief Scully and seconded by 
Phil Nicholson to amend the article as written. The Selectmen did not recommend this article. The 
Moderator read the amended article (To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of fifty thousand dollars ($50,000.00) to be put into the Fire Truck Capital Reserve Fund 
for the replacement of a fire truck) Chuck Severence made a motion to amend the amended article 
(To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of twenty-five thousand dollars 
($25,000.00) to be put into the Fire Truck Capital Reserve Fund for the replacement of a fire 
truck.) Carla Marshall from North Wilmot Rd - why go from eighty-five thousand to fifty thousand? 
Chief Scully - Since we submitted the budget request we listened to the public and as much as we 
need to increase it the feedback from the public says to meet half way in the middle. It will allow us 
to purchase a new truck next year and it will meet our needs. Russ Jewell from Jewell Rd - how 
much is in the capital reserve? and what is your intent for next year? Chairman Long - $179,981.78 
is in the capital reserve right now. Chief Scully - we intend to keep it $50,000 over the next 10 
years. Marc Davis from Kearsarge Mt Rd - I went to the special meeting at the fire department and | 
think that the chief made an effort to compromise and think that the $50,000 would work. I don’t 
think we should go back to the $25,000. Margaret Campbell from North Wilmot Rd - can we hear 
from the Selectmen in not recommending the article? Selectman Brodich —We thought that the 
$85,000 was extreme. Russ Jewell - The first proposal from the fire department showed an increase 
every couple years. It showed 50,000 for 10 years 75,000 for 5 years and so on.... Jackie Thompson 
from Cross Hill Rd - if the BOS was given the amount of fifty thousand for the warrant article what 
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would they have done? Selectman Brodich - we were given the figure of $85,000 and that is what 
our recommendation was based on. Marc Davis - someone asked to amend the article from fifty 
thousand to twenty five thousand and I ask not to. Heather Huff from Kearsarge Mt Rd - will the 
fifty thousand this year and fifty thousand next year allow you to purchase a truck next year? Chief 
Scully — Yes with a 3 year note. Russ Jewell - you will purchase a truck next year while we are 
paying for two trucks already? Can’t we wait until we pay for the trucks we have? 

Bill Doody — why are you not replacing the valve and the tank? Chief Scully - 25 years of service 
for a truck is enough. Tom Woodger Village Rd — All I hear is big numbers. I know you can buy 
used equipment. Why can’t we get along with a little less? Chief Scully — We would rather buy a 
new truck and customize it. A fire department can’t find exactly what you want if it used. 

Terri Lee from Twist Hill Rd — The fire dept has an outstanding debt in the amount of 115,000 
already. If and when you buy a truck do you have the room for a new truck? Chief Scully — Yes we 
have the room. Ann Marie Thomas from Kearsarge Mt Rd - Have you been to fires and couldn’t put 
the fire out because of the equipment? Chief Scully — No but we need two engines and a tank. Dara 
Gove - if you get rid of the truck how much would you get for the old ones? Chief Scully — there is 
no value to sell it. It is only useful to collectors. 


After the Moderator read the amendment to the amended article a motion was made by Chuck 
Severence and seconded by Rick Gauthier. (To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of twenty five thousand dollars ($25,000.00) to be placed in the Fire Truck Capital 
Reserve Fund for the replacement of a fire truck). The vote was NO by voice vote and went 
back to the original amended article. 


Terri Lee — Can we make a point to make the BOS be in charge of the Capital Reserve? William 
Doody - the trustees of the trust funds have control of the Capital Reserves and turn it over only with 
the proper authorization. 


Moderator Thompson announced that we will vote by paper ballot (To see if the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate fifty thousand dollars ($50,000.00) to be place in the Fire Truck Capital 
Reserve Fund for the replacement of a fire truck.) 

Voted by paper ballot 


Chairman Doug Long (while clerks were counting ballots) — There are openings on the planning 
board and zoning board if anyone is interested in volunteering. 

Margaret Doody from Atwood Rd and Camp Wilmot-— looking forward to August! Old Home Day 
will take place at the North Wilmot Church beginning with a service in the morning. Jeff Mansfield 
will be the minister. Jeff is a former camper and staff member at Camp Wilmot. Fred Ogmundson 
will be on the piano. Camp Wilmot will host lunch and Nola Aldrich and her band will be 
performing. 


Charles Thompson read the result on Article 9. 52 YES 29 NO Fifty thousand dollars $50,000.00 
will go into the Capital Reserve for a new fire truck. 


Article 10 

After the Moderator read the article, a motion was made by Selectman Huntoon and seconded by 
Chairman Long to accept Article 10 as written. (To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of five hundred dollars ($500.00) to be placed in the Forestry Truck 
Capital Reserve Fund, established for the purposes of purchasing a forestry vehicle.) The 
Selectmen recommended the article. Article 10 passed by voice vote without discussion. 
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Article 11 

After the Moderator read the article, a motion was made by Chairman Long and seconded by 
Selectman Huntoon to accept Article 11 as written. (To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of sixteen thousand one hundred fifty four dollars and seventy six cents 
($16,154.76) for the purpose of supporting and funding services of the New London Hospital 
Ambulance.) The Selectmen recommended the article. Article 11 passed by voice vote without 
discussion. 


Deputy Moderator Peter Burghardt read the following articles. 


Article 12 

After the Deputy Moderator read the article, a motion was made by Chairman Long and seconded by 
Selectman Huntoon to accept Article 12 as written. (To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of five hundred dollars ($500.00) to be placed in the Expendable 
Recreation Fund created in 2005 for the purposes of creating a new Recreation Facility.) The 
Selectmen recommended the article. Karen Schwendler from Clarke Rd - Is that the ball park and 
what are we doing with it? Selectmen Huntoon - we are working on buying a swing set. Article 12 
passed by voice vote. 


Article 13 

After the Deputy Moderator read the article, a motion was made by Chairman Long and seconded by 
Selectman Huntoon to accept Article 13 as written (To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of two thousand five hundred dollars ($2,500.00) to be placed in the 
expendable trust fund established in 2009 known as the Water Draft Sites Fund for the 
purpose of installing and repairing water draft sites for fire suppression/fighting.) The 
Selectmen recommended this article. Chief Scully made a motion to amend article 13 and Heather 
Huff seconded the motion. The amendment was (To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of five thousand dollars ($5,000.00) to be placed in the expendable trust 
fund established in 2009 known as the Water Draft Sites Fund for the purpose of installing and 
repairing water draft sites for fire suppression/fighting.) Chuck Severance from Stonebridge Rd - 
how much is in the capital reserve and what is the average cost of dry hydrant? Selectman Huntoon 
— There is $24,263.39 in the Capital Reserve and each dry hydrant runs from $5,000 to $6,000. 
Terry lee from Twist Hill Rd-— is there a schedule of where and when these hydrants will go? Chief 
Scully — The Selectman and Fire Dept made a schedule with the state a few years ago. Selectman 
Huntoon - the reason we lowered it is because we have the money in the Capital Reserve and we are 
a little behind in our schedule so we have time to raise money. The Board as a whole recommends 
we keep it at $2,500.00. The vote on the amendment was a NO by voice vote. The Deputy 
Moderator read the original article again and Article 13 passed by voice vote. 


Moderator Charles Thompson is back at the podium again. 


Article 14 

After the Moderator read the article, a motion was made by Selectman Brodich and seconded by 
Chairman Long to accept Article 14 as written. (To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of five thousand dollars ($5,000.00) to be placed in the Bridge Capital 
Reserve Fund established for the purposes of maintaining and repairing Wilmot’s bridges. The 
Selectmen recommended the article. Jennifer Paine from Kearsarge Valley Road — How much is in 
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the capital reserve for bridges? Selectman Huntoon — There is $26,807.33 in the Bridge Capital 
Reserve Fund. Article 14 passed by voice vote. 


Article 15 

After the Moderator read the article a motion was made by Selectman Brodich and seconded by 
Chairman Long to accept Article 15 as written (To see if the Town will vote to establish an 
expendable trust fund under the provisions of RSA 31:19-a, to be known as the Technology 
Fund, for the purpose of purchasing and maintaining computer equipment, software and 
technology infrastructure and to appoint the Board of Selectmen as agents to expend from this 
fund for said purposes and to raise and appropriate the sum of two thousand dollars 
($2,000.00) to be place in this fund.) The Selectmen recommended the article. Jackie Thompson - 
up until this time where did the money come from? Selectman Brodich - it was placed in the 
operating budget. Jan baker — there is money in the budget for equipment software what is this 
money for? Selectman Brodich — That money is for the equipment and software we have or need this 
year. We are trying to save money for future needs so we don’t have an emergency situation and 
don’t have the funds to purchase what we need. The equipment is aging and this will be the 
beginning to save for those needs. 

William Doody from Atwood Rd - who would this equipment be for? Who would have access? 
Could the library use it? Selectman Huntoon - It is for the Town offices only. It would go to the 
selectmen or the town clerk if needed. Article 15 passed by voice vote. 


Article 16 

After the Moderator read the article a motion was made by Chairman Long and seconded by 
Selectman Huntoon to accept Article 16 as written (To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of nine thousand dollars ($9,000.00) for the purpose of supporting The 
Wilmot Learning Place) The Selectman recommended the article. Marie Pelletier from Route 4A - 
where does the additional money go if only $3,000 went to Wilmot residents? Heather Huff 
treasurer of Wilmot Learning Place - part of the appropriation goes toward discount for Wilmot 
residents...and to a scholarship fund. Article 16 passed by voice vote. 


Article 17 

After the Moderator read the article a motion was made by Selectman Brodich and seconded by 
Chairman Long to accept Article 17 as written. (To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of three thousand four hundred thirty two dollars ($3,432.00) for the 
purpose of supporting and funding the services of the Community Action Program.) The 
Selectmen recommended the article. Article 17 passed by voice vote with no discussion. 


Article 18 

After the Moderator read the article a motion was made by Selectman Huntoon and seconded by 
Chairman Long to accept Article 18 as written. (To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of two thousand five hundred dollars ($2,500.00) for the purpose of 
supporting and funding the services of the Kearsarge Area Council on Aging.) The Selectmen 
recommended the article. Article 18 passed by voice vote with no discussion. 


Article 19 

After the Moderator read the article a motion was made by Selectman Huntoon and seconded by 
Selectman Brodich to accept Article 19 as written. (To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate three thousand nine hundred fifty five dollars and sixty cents ($3,955.60) for the 
purpose of supporting and funding the services of the Lake Sunapee Region Visiting Nurse 
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Association.) The Selectmen recommended the article. Article 19 passed by voice vote without 
discussion. 


Article 20 

After the Moderator read the article a motion was made by Selectman Huntoon and seconded by 
Chairman Long to accept Article 20 as written. (To see if the Town will vote to name the 
Selectmen as Agents to Expend for the Town Revaluation Capital Reserve Fund.) The 
Selectmen recommended the article. Selectman Huntoon explained that this article, as well as the 
following two articles are only to appoint agents to expend the funds. It is for housekeeping 
purposes only. Article 20 passed by voice vote. 


Article 21 

After the Moderator read the article a motion was made by Selectman Brodich and seconded by 
Selectman Huntoon to accept Article 21 as written. (To see if the Town will vote to name the 
Selectmen as Agents to Expend for the Town Office Capital Reserve Fund.) The Selectmen 
recommended the article. Article 21 passed by voice vote without discussion. 


Article 22 

After the Moderator read the article a motion was made by Chairman Long and seconded by 
Selectman Huntoon to accept Article 22 as written. (To see if the Town will vote to name the 
Selectmen as Agents to Expend for the Town Building Maintenance and Repairs Non Capital 
Reserve Fund.) The Selectmen recommended the article. Article 22 passed by voice vote without 
discussion. 


Article 23 

After the Moderator read the article a motion was made by Chairman Long and seconded by 
Selectman Huntoon to accept Article 23 as written. (To transact any other business that may 
come before said meeting.) Selectmen Huntoon - don’t forget we need volunteers for the Planning 
Board and Zoning Board. If anyone is interested please stop by the town office or call the 
Selectmen’s office. Chairman Long - thank you to everyone who came out tonight and a special 
thank you to Dave Atwood for helping with the PA system. Terry Lee from Twist Hill Rd — Why is 
the window in the library open all year if we are trying to save money? Carla Marshall from North 
Wilmot Rd — The window is open for ventilation. The Selectmen agreed that the window needs to be 
open for cross ventilation. 


Doug MacDonald — from Rocky Acres Rd read a letter he wrote for town meeting. 

“My wife Carol and I have lived in Wilmot now for just under 50 years and we have become very 
passionate about living here. We have found Wilmot to be a great place to live and raise a family and 
have always taken pride in the town and its many activities. Having said that there are a couple of 
things that bug me a bit. 

The buildings of the various organizations and the town buildings are in many ways the face of the 
community. The churches, community center and firemen have always taken pride in the upkeep of 
their buildings and my concern is that the town administration does not appear to take the same pride 
in the town buildings. The shutters have been literally falling off this town hall for over a year and 
the window in the attic of the Library has been wide open to the elements for years. I hope there is a 
maintenance plan to make sure that the town buildings are kept painted and repaired but it is not 
obvious that such a policy exists at this time. The three buildings at this site constitute most likely the 
most photographed and painted area in town as evidenced by the work of Townsend Howe and 
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others. I really hope that the town administration places more importance on the maintenance of it 
buildings so that we can all continue to have pride in our community. 

My other concern has to do with this town hall and it’s limited use and the polices guiding its use. I 
think that it is a neat historic building and it is a shame that it can only be used by town organizations 
6 months (May through October) during the year. As I understand it, when a town organization does 
use the hall during those 6 months they are not allowed to turn on the heat to make it comfortable for 
the attendees. I feel that this policy is rather shortsighted and can really put the town in a negative 
light. For example, the Library has a program scheduled for May 1“ that could very well draw many 
people from the area. If it is cool that evening and the heat cannot be turned on it really doesn’t put 
the town in a very good light and quite frankly makes it look pretty cheap. Let’s get past the idea 
that it is an old building and get some insulation in the walls and the ceiling so that it can be 
showcased and as functional as possible. Thanks for listening to me.” Mr. MacDonald received a 
standing ovation. 


Motion made to adjourn, seconded and carried unanimously at 8:49 PM.

Notice About Involuntarily Merged Real Estate Lots 


If you own real estate lots that were involuntarily merged by municipal action, you may be able to have 
them restored to their premerger status. 


Your property may qualify if two or more lots were merged for zoning, assessing or taxation purposes and the 
merger occurred: 


e During your ownership, without your consent, or 
e Prior to your ownership, if no previous owner consented to the merger. 


To restore your property to premerger status, you must make a request to the local governing body no later than 
December 31, 2016. 


Once restored your properties will once again become separate lots. However, they must still conform to 
applicable land use ordinances. Restoration does not cure nonconformity. 


This notice must be: 
¢ Posted continuously in a public place from January 2012 until December 31, 2016, and 
e Published in the 2011 through 2015 Annual Reports. 
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Read the full statute at RSA 674:39-aa Restoration of Involuntarily Merged Lots.

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Music on the Bandstand Committee Annual Report 


The Music on the Bandstand Committee thanks the town of Wilmot for continuing to 
support the committee and its work. In 2014, the Wilmot Community Association (WCA) 
collaborated with the committee to plan, publicize, and staff the six summer concerts at the town 
green next to the town offices on Village Road in Wilmot Flat. 


The committee was established in 2001, dedicated the Bandstand in September 2002, and 
scheduled its first concerts in 2003. The committee meets two or three times a year — once in late 
fall to select bands for the following season, and a couple times in the spring to prepare the 
Bandstand for the summer.

Wilmot Conservation Commission 


This past year brought a few changes to the Wilmot Conservation Commission (WCC). The commission 
welcomed Marion Allen as a new alternate member. Patrice Martin became a voting member. The 2014 WCC 
membership roles were: Geoff Lizotte, chairman; Doug MacDonald, vice chairman; Tim Wallace, secretary; 
Patrice Martin, voting member; and Marion Allen and Brian Faughnan, alternates. 


In May, the WCC organized a chainsaw safety workshop that was held at the Town Hall. Eric Johnson 
and Spencer Laramie, both of the N.H. Timberland Owners Association, instructed those in attendance on how 
to safely use a chainsaw. 


In July, the Wilmot Planning Board held a public hearing to revise the town’s storm water ordinance. The 
revision was a result of recommendations made in the 2012 Wilmot Conservation Plan to better address erosion 
and sediment control for future developments. 


In July and August the WCC organized two pond walks to White Pond and Butterfield Pond. In late 
July, 15 people hiked the trail around White Pond. The group identified many ferns, wildflowers (dewdrops 
were in bloom), small and large animal tracks, loons, and shrubs (particularly the mountain holly). Don 
Emerson was our host. William Burris —— : 
displayed his White Pond pressed fern 
collection to help with identification of the 
ferns. Don and William discussed past and 
current history of Camp Wilmot. Fred 
Ogmundson also shared information about the 
camp with the group. In mid-August, 15 
people hiked the Butterfield Pond trail in the 
John F. Gile Memorial State Forest. Cynthia 
Bruss, naturalist, concentrated on identifying 
club mosses and ferns because most of the 
woodland wildflowers had already bloomed. 
The hike ended at the shore of the pond since 
the trail around the pond needed to be cleared 
for future hikes.

As of October 2014, the WCC has not been asked to review any wetland permit applications. The 
WCC’s role is to help wetland permit applicants avoid potential noncompliance issues with the N.H. 
Department of Environmental Services Wetlands Bureau. 
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Based on proceeds from the Land Use Change Tax (LUCT), the Conservation Fund now has 
approximately $68,500. This fund was set up to help defray the costs of conservation easements in Wilmot. In 
the fall, money from this fund was put toward surveying costs for the Sahler conservation easement on 
Kearsarge Mountain Road. The easement is held by the Ausbon Sargent Land Preservation Trust.

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Wilmot Volunteer Fire Co., Inc. 2014 Report 


The Wilmot Volunteer Fire Co. Inc. responded to 153 alarms in 2014, up from 134 in 
2013. The department has 34 active members and four junior firefighters. Our Auxiliary boasts 
five members and helps with all of our fund-raising events. 


We increased our ranks with two more firefighters in 2014, both of whom have 
completed their probationary training and have begun Firefighter I classes with the N.H. Fire 
Academy. They will have completed more than 200 hours of classroom and practical training 
hours at completion of the class. 


We also took advantage of training five firefighters in-house to become drivers and pump 
operators. These firefighters attended a two- to three-hour training session once a week for 16 
weeks plus additional driving hours to attain certification. The Wilmot Fire Department 
completed a full day of live-fire training at the N.H. Fire Academy in Concord in October. This 
training was invaluable and we have already booked another session in April 2015 with bi- 
annual sessions planned for the future. 


The department hosted a Rural Area Incident Command Seminar in January 2015 for 
chiefs and officers within the Kearsarge Mutual Aid pact as well as across the state. As fire chief 
of the Wilmot Fire Department, I can’t begin to express my pleasure with the progress our 
department has made over the last several years, and the level of training and competency within 
our ranks is the best it has ever been. The residents of Wilmot can rest assured that they are 
protected by a group of professionally trained volunteers capable of handling any emergency that 
comes our way. We plan on continuing our efforts to be the best trained organization in the area 
in 2015. 


I would like to put out a special call for new members. Every year the fire chief typically 
asks for new members. Currently we have a shortage of emergency medical technicians (EMTs). 
With most fire departments, medical assist alarms continue to increase year after year and 
Wilmot is no different. We have only four certified EMTs. The call volume can be challenging. 
We are lucky to have a very dedicated group that always seems to get the job done, but I would 
love to double that number over the next year. I hope to find a few people interested in a 
challenging but rewarding venture. Please contact us through our website, www.wilmotfire.org, 
or call the fire department at 526-4524 if you are interested. 


I would like to thank all of our supporters who make it out to our events each year or 
send in a check to help us out. Fund-raising is a huge part of making this department work and 
we thank you all for your support. We wouldn’t be able to do it without you. The reflective 
address sign program has been a tremendous success, and we continue to get requests two years 
into the program. One final thing I would like to remind you all of is to change the batteries in 
your smoke detectors, and please install smoke detectors in your home if you don’t already have 
one. Smoke detectors save lives. Have a safe and healthy 2015.

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Report of forest fire warden and state forest ranger 


Your local forest fire warden, fire department, and the state of New Hampshire Division 
of Forests & Lands work collaboratively to reduce the risk and frequency of wildland fires in 
New Hampshire. To help us assist you, please contact your local forest fire warden or fire 
department to determine if a permit is required before doing ANY outside burning. Under state 
law (RSA 227-L:17) a fire permit is required for all outside burning, unless the ground is 
completely covered with snow. The N.H. Department of Environmental Services (DES) also 
prohibits the open burning of household waste. Citizens are encouraged to contact the local fire 
department or DES at 603-271-1370 or www.des.state.nh.us for more information. Safe open 
burning requires diligence and responsibility. Help us to protect New Hampshire’s forest 
resources.

This past fire season started in early April with the first reported fire on April 7. April, 
which is the traditional start to our spring fire season, began with unseasonably dry conditions 
continuing through the entire month. This dry pattern continued through the first half of May. 
Eighty percent of our reported fires this season occurred during this six-week period. The largest 
fire was 24 acres, occurring in the town of Tamworth. From mid-May through early September, 
above average rainfall kept our total acreage burned statewide at 72 acres. This is the smallest 
amount of acreage burned statewide in several years. However, Late August through late 
September brought a dry trend to northern areas, resulting in several deep-burning remote fires. 
Our fire danger days correlated well with the days that there were fires actually reported. 


The statewide system of 16 fire lookout towers continues to operate on Class III or higher 
fire danger days. Our fire lookouts are credited with keeping most fires small and saving several 
structures due to their quick and accurate spotting capabilities. The capability of the tower to spot 
fires was supplemented by the N.H. Civil Air Patrol when the fire danger was especially high. 
Many homes in New Hampshire are located in the wildland urban interface, which is the area 
where homes and flammable wildland fuels intermix. Several of the fires during the 2014 season 
threatened structures, and a few structures were burned, a constant reminder that forest fires burn 
more than just trees. Homeowners should take measures to prevent a wildland fire from 
spreading to their home. Precautions include keeping your roof and gutters clear of leaves and 
pine needles, and maintaining adequate green space around your home free of flammable 
materials. Additional information and homeowner recommendations are available at 
www.firewise.org.

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Wilmot Police Department report for 2014 


2014 was the year for update and change for the Wilmot Police Department. The town 
hired two new people to the department to replace two that had resigned. Officer David Zuger 
was hired in November of 2014. Dave was raised in Wilmot and works full-time as a patrol 
sergeant for New London Police Department. He brings a wealth of experience and training to 
the department. Officer Zuger has served as a detective, K-9 handler, police prosecutor, SWAT 
team operator and patrol sergeant for the Lebanon, Hanover, and New London police 
departments. He has been in full-time law enforcement for more than 15 years. I am delighted to 
have him on the department. He is a huge asset for Wilmot and our police department. 


The town also hired Tracy Feinauer as administrative assistant to the police department. 
Tracy also brings years of experience to the department. She was employed by the New 
Hampshire Fish & Game Department as an administrative assistant for many years. Please 
welcome Tracy and Dave to the department. 


Through annual donations by the Asness family and another family in town, I was able to 
purchase some equipment that I hope I never have to use but also cover both spectrums of life. 
The department purchased two new handguns and traded in our old firearms. The new firearms 
have lighting systems that are attached to the firearm and are worn on the duty belt. The 
department also purchased a new patrol rifle with lighting and optics and updated an existing 
rifle. Both rifles use the same operating systems and are set up the same for officer safety. Again 
this equipment was all purchased with donation funding with zero cost to taxpayers. With 
donated funds, the department also purchased a ballistic shield that folds up into a carrying pack 
and is carried in the cruiser. The “bat shield” can be used in many types of emergencies and 
greatly enhances officer safety. Last, but certainly not least, we replaced two Automated 
External Defibrillator (AED) units. These state-of-the-art units replace AEDs that were 10 years 
old and outdated. The new units perform daily self checks and can be used on infants, children, 
and adults. 


These units are stored in the cruiser. Often, police officers are first on the scene of 
medical emergencies and can start CPR and AED resuscitation. Both of these units were 
purchased with donated funds. My sincere thanks to the families that made these purchases 
possible.

We installed a special battery in the doorbell 
transmitter so a person who needs assistance can alert the volunteer or librarian on duty that he or she 
needs help to enter the library through that door. Thanks to Al Price, we have a new hand rail at the 
front entrance of the library. Thanks to Tim Martin, road agent, the new blue library sign was put up at 
the corner of Route 4A and North Wilmot Road. 


We couldn’t do without the Friends of the Wilmot Public Library whose continued help with 
financial contributions and volunteer support, including helping to maintain a presence at the Wilmot 
Farmers Market, is a great asset. We are privileged to have dedicated volunteers, which allows us to 
remain open 25 1/2 hours a week. New volunteers are always welcome. Rosanna updated the volunteer 
handbook to bring it up to date with current policy. We work for the citizens of Wilmot, and we are 
most appreciative of the support and assistance we receive from townspeople. 


We appreciate books that are donated to the library. They help increase our collection and raise 
money through several book sales during the year. Books are always for sale on the shelves at the rear 
of the library. Thanks to generous donations, the library purchased museum passes for the Montshire 
Museum of Science, the Fells, and the Currier Museum of Art. These are available to all patrons. 
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The Stuffed Animal Sleepover in April is always a 
favorite program for children, and especially for their 
“second favorite” stuffed animals that spend the night in 
the library. Another favorite for new readers is when Flip 
or Bumblebee, trained therapy dogs, visit the library so 
new readers can practice their reading skills by reading 
to the dogs without being intimidated by reading only to 
adults. And don’t forget Children’s Story Hour from 
9:30 to 10:30 a.m. every Monday morning.

The adult monthly evening programs are well attended and very diverse. They included a talk 
about women’s suffrage by Liz Tentarelli; Movie Mavericks: Filmmakers Who Challenge the 
Hollywood System; (Not) So Elementary My Dear Watson: The Popularity of Sherlock Holmes; 
Michael Tougias, Indian Wars of New England; Curt Laffin, Restoration of the American Chestnut 
Tree; and Charley Freiberg of Wilmot, a historical photography specialist, described hidden treasures 
along the Northern Rail Trail. Following through on Charley’s wonderful presentation in F ebruary, the 
Friends of the Northern Rail Trail collaborated with the library for a walk/bike tour of the trail from 
Potter Place to Danbury. Charley led a group of about 50 people along the trail pointing out artifacts 
from railroad history, interesting stone box culverts, and a hidden stone arch bridge. 


Another popular library program is the Library (Cr)After Hour craft nights. Each month volunteer 
Casey Biuso leads our crafters in an informal, non-intimidating, completely achievable project which 
always includes lots of laughs. 
Anyone is welcome to attend. Check 
the website for dates and details. 


Technology Play Groups, held 
the first and third Mondays of the 
month from 11 a.m. to noon at the 
library, offer techies the 
opportunities to share information 
and knowledge with others. Rosanna 
provides great tutorials on tablets, e- 
books, audiobooks, cell phones, and 
even Facebook and websites. 
Everyone 1s welcome.

The Summer Reading Program was a great success with participation by children and adults. This 
year’s science theme was “Fizz, Boom, Read.” The last hurrah was a float in the New London Hospital 
Days Parade for the third consecutive year. The “weird scientists” on the float were very believable and 
looked to be having a great time. Thank you to Doug MacDonald for driving the float again this year. 


The library trustees and library director organized a first-time area get-together at the Wilmot 
Public Library for 20 trustees and library directors, representing eight libraries, to meet and share 
common ideas and concerns and get to know each other better. This was the first of many such events 
that will continue to bring together trustees to help with problem solving as a group.

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Participating in the Librarians of the Upper Valley (LUV), a co-op, allows patrons to share audio 
books and DVDs from the 30 member libraries. Rosanna attends these area meetings and always comes 
back with new and exciting ideas. Patrons also take advantage of the ability to download audio books 
and readable books free of charge from the N.H. State Library Overdrive Program. If a patron does not 
have a Nook reader, he or she may borrow one from the library and download books to read. 


Library use has continued to grow with patron visits in 2014 numbering more than 7,000. Use of 
the two public computers has increased 3 percent again this year. We applied for and received a $2,500 
grant, which allows us to improve the library’s technology by the addition of a new second public 
computer. The monthly adult public programs attracted more than 850 people from Wilmot and 
surrounding towns, which is an increase of 20 percent over attendance in 2013. The number of books, 
audio books and DVDs that circulated to both adults and children was about the same as 2013. 


As you will see if you search our website www.wilmotlibrary.org, Rosanna refreshes the site 
regularly. She also sends out a monthly newsletter to keep patrons up to date on library activities. If you 
are not on the list to receive the newsletter, you can sign up at the circulation desk. We had 31 new 
patrons in 2014. 


For the third year, the annual holiday party followed the Wilmot Express format. With Rosanna’s 
leadership following the formation of the progressive, townwide event, the library collaborated with the 
Wilmot Fire Department and the Wilmot Community Association for a holiday celebration in 
December. Families enjoyed activities at all three locations. The event ended at the library where Santa 
read a story and gave each child a book. 


The Wilmot Public Library continues its involvement in Window on Wilmot (WOW) a cooperative 
organization that has brought together more than 15 not-for-profit groups in Wilmot, working to 
coordinate activities in town to avoid conflicting events. This is an example of how our library is 
working with and for the town in as many ways as possible. 


Any day that classes are cancelled in the Kearsarge Regional School District because of bad 
weather or other unforeseen circumstances, the library will also be closed. If school opening is delayed, 
the library will be open as usual. The library is closed on federal holidays and some days before and 
after those holidays. 


The Wilmot Public Library is open from 3 to 7 p.m. Monday, Tuesday, and Thursday; 10 a.m. to 7 
p.m. Wednesday; 3 to 5:30 p.m. Friday; and 11 a.m. to | p.m. Saturday. If you have a question, feel 
free to call the library at 526-6804.

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Wilmot Supervisors of the Checklist Report for 2014 


2014 was a very busy year for the Supervisors of the Checklist with the annual Town 
Election, the Special Election after longtime Executive Councilor Ray Burton passed away, the 
State Primary, and the midterm General Elections. 


We continue to update our Facebook page to better communicate our sessions, election 
dates, and voter information. To learn about our sessions, voter information, and election 
information follow us at facebook.com/wilmotsupers. 


The supervisors are paid, elected election officials with six-year terms. The supervisors 
are trained by the N.H. Secretary of State’s office and the team of database administrators and 
technicians who monitor the registration records for the state. Each time a resident registers to 
vote, moves out of town, changes his or her domicile or name, or is deceased, the supervisors are 
responsible for updating the voter registration in the N.H. Secretary of State’s database. 
Additionally, after an election, the supervisors are responsible for scanning the voters into the 
database for a permanent record of the election results and other statistics, as the state deems 
necessary. 


Prior to a session, the supervisors post updated paper copies of the checklist at the 
Wilmot Town Offices and the Wilmot Public Library. These lists are posted for voters to review 
their current political party affiliations and addresses. We also publish notices in the InterTown 
Record and place posters at the Wilmot Town Offices, the Wilmot Public Library, and the U.S. 
Post Office in Wilmot. During these sessions, voters have an opportunity to update their 
information and, when permitted by revised statutes annotated (RSA), register to vote. You may 
also register to vote at the town clerk’s office during regular business hours. 


It is the voter's responsibility to verify that his/her party affiliation, address, and any other 
pertinent information is correct on the checklist. We suggest that voters review the posted 
checklist to ensure that they are registered and that their party affiliation is correct. Voters also 


may visit http://sos.nh.gov/VotelnforLook.aspx, which will show the information that we have 
on record. 


Holding an election is a team effort! The support of the town clerk and deputy town 
clerk, moderator and deputy moderator, selectmen, ballot clerks and ballot counters, ensures that 
each election day runs smoothly. Thank-you to all those who continue to volunteer their time.

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Wilmot Historical Society Town Report for 2014 


The Wilmot Historical Society (WHS) realized several achievements during 2014. 
Among them, our Curiosity Shop provided loads of fun for the community. The Curiosity Shop’s 
earnings supplemented grant money the WHS used for the digitization of our archives. 
Furthermore, we established a partnership with Keene State College’s Archives Department to 
digitize diaries from Wilmot’s past. 


Numerous diaries now are available to view on our website. For those who wish to read 
documents generated by our Wilmot forebears you can find the texts at http://www. 
wilmothistoricalsociety.org/. 


Personal diaries donated to the WHS in 2014 included: 


Isaac B. Youngman (1811-1892) was a farmer who lived on Teel Hill and also in Wilmot 
Center. Mr. Youngman served the town as a selectman during his long life. Margaret Campbell 
donated the diaries to the WHS. 


Louise “Ray” Morgan’s diary covers the early 1940s. The Morgan family lived on the 
Morgan-Chandler-Thomas farm on Kearsarge Mountain Road. Her descendant, Zachary Cupo, 
provided the WHS with a digital copy. 


Sue Severance Finch from Athens, N.Y., donated two diaries from the 1840s. Using a 
grant from the Barnard Foundation, these diaries were digitized this year. Ms. Finch, who died in 
early 2014, was descended from the Bean family of East Wilmot. She included family 
photographs with the diaries. Interestingly, Ms. Finch’s donation tied in with another Bean 
relative unknown to her. Tim Bean, a recent Wilmot visitor from Hampshire, IIl., was thrilled 
when we shared his previously unknown family material with him! 


The Thompson family lent the Arthur Thompson (1867-1928) diaries to the WHS. Arthur 
Thompson, who lived and farmed on Cross Hill road, maintained a diary during the last decades 
of the 19"" century. Keene State College Archives scanned the first two of several of Mr. 
Thompson’s diaries. 


The WHS sponsored three programs in 2014: 


February — The annual Cracker Barrel 
program about Wilmot life gathered a roomful of folks 
interested in sharing their favorite Wilmot stories and 
pictures. The program was moderated by Fred 
Ogmundson, and everyone who wanted to speak had a 
chance to participate. 


May — The New Hampshire Humanities To 
Go speaker, Steve Taylor, brought One Room School 
Houses in New Hampshire to life. Known for his 
wonderful lectures, he regaled the well-attended 3 
gathering with stories about one room schools and Margaret Campbell and Fred Ogmundson 
why they prevailed well into the 20" century. 
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November — Jack McAuliffe, former longtime resident, visited the overflow crowd at the 
Wilmot Community Association’s Red Barn to talk about his adventures living in Wilmot. He 
related several wonderful stories and answered questions for as long as anyone wanted. 


The Wilmot Historical Society’s History Book Club 
met quarterly. Participants select choices ranging from 
biography to historical fiction. In 2014 the group read:

2014 Annual Report for the Wilmot Ladies Aid Society 


The Wilmot Ladies Aid Society (Ladies) has been made up of concerned citizens wanting 
to raise funds for worthy causes since its founding in 1884. 


Today the membership’s main focus is its Merit Award program, which gives out 
monetary awards to Wilmot residents planning to attend college or those who are already 
furthering their education after high school. Monetary awards are given annually based on 
exceptional character, scholastic achievement, and community involvement. This year three 
students were recognized for their achievements by the organization: Tess Jewell a freshman at 
Colby Sawyer College in New London, N.H.; Amber Young a freshman at Liberty University in 
Lynchburg, Va.; and Jordan Barthol a sophomore at Norwich University in Northfield, Vt. We 
are so proud to be able to support these outstanding young people from Wilmot. 


Other beneficiaries of the Ladies’ activities this year were the Wilmot Food Pantry, the 
Wilmot Community Association (WCA) and the Wilmot Welfare Department’s Cheer Basket 
Program. 


In the summer the Ladies honored Alice Chandler, a long-standing and valued member of 
our group, by spearheading a community-wide fund-raising event for a park bench to be placed 
on the Wilmot Town Green in her memory. Thanks to a huge outpouring of support, the Ladies 
held a dedication ceremony on Saturday, September 13, 2014, at the Bandstand on the town 
green. About 50 of Alice’s friends and her beloved nieces attended the event and enjoyed the 
home-made goodies the Ladies served at the reception that followed. 


The Ladies continue to sponsor popular senior lunches at noon on the third Thursday of 
the month at the WCA’s Red Barn. The project is co-sponsored by the WCA, which provides a 
lovely location, and the Community Action Program of Belknap and Merrimack counties (CAP), 
which cooks and delivers the delicious hot meals. 


Fund-raising efforts in 2014 included a hot dog supper at a Music on the Bandstand 
concert in the summer and the Ladies’ famous Cookie Walk in December as part of the WCA’s 
Holiday Craft Fair. Craft fair shoppers buy a tin to fill full of fancy homemade cookies. 
Instituted by Connie Jordan, president of the Ladies Aid Society nine years ago and undertaken 
each year since, the Cookie Walk continues to be the society’s most popular and successful 
annual fund-raising event.

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Wilmot Learning Place 2014 report 


The Wilmot Learning Place (WLP) is an excellent, state-licensed, early childhood 
education center located in the heart of Wilmot. The WLP is a 501(c) 3 tax-exempt nonprofit that 
offers preschool and pre-kindergarten programs for 3-, 4-, and 5-year-old children from Wilmot 
and the surrounding Kearsarge region. 


The WLP has been Wilmot’s own preschool for more than 50 years! The school’s 
treasured teaching team is led by Clare Morgan, director and head pre-kindergarten teacher, and 
rounded out by Liz Cornelio, head preschool teacher, and Valerie Clausen and Jenn Hager, aides. 
As a result of these teachers’ hard work, our school matriculates students who are completely 
prepared both academically and socially for kindergarten. 


This year the preschoolers and pre-kindergartners have had fun learning about Canada, 
nursery rhymes, musical instruments, and zoo animals — including a very special visit from 
Wildlife Encounters who brought real wild animals to school! 


Both classes for the 2014/2015 school year are full. The WLP offers two- and three-day 
options for preschool-age children and three- and five-day options for pre-kindergarten. Early 
morning and after-school programs also are available. These programs are useful for working 
families as well as popular with the students. Children can often be heard asking to stay for 
Lunch Bunch so they can enjoy the slightly less academically structured afternoon of outside 
play and creative projects. With the Kearsarge Regional School District now offering full-day 
kindergarten, Lunch Bunch offers a perfect chance to practice going to school for an entire day! 


The tight-knit community of Wilmot is an invaluable asset to the WLP. The teachers 
make great use of its central Wilmot location in the lower level of the Wilmot Community 
Association’s (WCA) Red Barn on Village Road in Wilmot Flat. The children take walking field 
trips to the post office and local farms for timelessly popular frog hunting and leaf raking. Other 
wonderful community experiences include visits from the Wilmot Police Department, Wilmot 
Volunteer Fire Department, and the Wilmot Garden Club, plus monthly trips to the Wilmot 
Public Library. The children not only receive an excellent and rigorous beginning to their 
academic years but also a firm foundation in the community. This is a unique aspect of the WLP 
— the children become engaged in the town of Wilmot and the community. 


The WLP continues to strive to make high-quality, early childhood education available to 
all children of Wilmot and the surrounding region children regardless of economic standing. 
Scholarships are a primary focus of our mission. We have a Wilmot Scholarship Fund and a 
General Scholarship Fund. Last year we provided more than $3,200 in scholarships. 


The WLP relies heavily on fund-raising in an effort to keep our tuition rates affordable 
while still offering an exceptional educational experience. Our annual hike-a-thon encourages 
families to get outside and explore the beautiful local trails while earning pledge money for the 
school. Once again, the Thursday’s Child dinner at the Coach House Restaurant at the New 
London Inn was a roaring success; the WLP partnered with the WCA, and many generous 
community members had a chance to dine out while supporting two local organizations. Another 
fun fund-raising event is the WLP’s Spring Breakfast: delicious pancakes with real, LOCAL 
maple syrup. And once again Bubba’s Restaurant generously donated a portion of all dinner 
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proceeds one spring night. This has become a fun, family-friendly dinner tradition. The ever- 
popular Kids Stuff Sale, held every June at the New London Outing Club, is a great opportunity 
to find wonderful deals on gently used childrens’ items. 


The WLP is run by a volunteer board of directors. We are always looking for interested 
parents, grandparents, and community members who would like to be involved.

Ausbon Sargent Land Preservation Trust 2014 report 


The Ausbon Sargent Land Preservation Trust (Ausbon Sargent) is a leader in the 
conservation of our natural resources in the Mount Kearsarge/Lake Sunapee Region. The 
mission of this non-profit, citizen-based group is to protect the region’s rural landscape. 


Since its founding in 1987, Ausbon Sargent has completed 134 projects and 
protected 10,867 acres — including nine working farms and 8.25 miles of lake frontage. 
Two thirds of these properties offer public access. 


In July 2014, Ausbon Sargent closed on its first conservation easement in Wilmot. 
The 21.4-acre parcel, owned by Jan and Paul Sahler, abuts or is near to 3,918 acres of 
conserved land including the Mount Kearsarge State Forest. The logging road and trails 
on the Sahlers’ property are open to low-impact, non-wheeled pedestrian use. In August, 
more than 60 people attended a dragonfly walk on the property. 


Many Wilmot residents are Ausbon Sargent volunteers. They include: Ann and 
Marc Davis, Elaine and Charley Davidson, Jen Ellis, Barbara and Brian Faughnan, Lawre 
& Phil Goodnow, Janet Howe, Susan Nooney, Al and Mary Ellen Price, and Dave Pilla. 


Twice a year, Ausbon Sargent’s Outreach Committee sponsors a roundtable 
discussion for the chairmen of Conservation Commissions in the land trust’s 12-town 
region, which includes Wilmot. 


In November the Ausbon Sargent Outreach Committee, in cooperation with the 
N.H. Fish and Game’s Nongame and Endangered Wildlife Program, sponsored “How 
You Can Help Wildlife Adapt to Climate Change.” More than 70 people attended the talk 
presented by Emily Preston at the Wilmot Community Association’s Red Barn. 


Many of the land trust’s protected properties have trails open to the public. These 
trails, many of which cross privately owned land, are open to hiking, cross-country 
skiing, and snowshoeing. The website includes trail maps and driving directions. 


“We find we are at a critical juncture where we must consider carefully how to 
support expansion of the number of our conserved lands and meet the current and future 
stewardship obligations,” said Deborah Stanley, executive director of Ausbon Sargent. 
“During the next several years we will concentrate on the importance of the commitment 
that Ausbon Sargent has made to tending to the land it has protected and seeing that the 
terms of each easement are observed.” 


Land conservation is a partnership that often involves not only the landowner and 
Ausbon Sargent, but also other conservation organizations and local conservation 
commissions. In Wilmot, nearly 1,800 acres are protected by conservation easements 
through land trusts. These parcels are privately owned and their owners continue to pay 
property taxes on their land. 


Wilmot has many “special places” that contribute to making our town a place you 
are proud to call home. If you would like to participate in protecting these places, you 
could become a conservation easement donor, support Ausbon Sargent financially, 
volunteer your time to the organization, and encourage our town officials to protect 
Wilmot’s rural character by supporting land conservation. To learn more, visit the 
organization’s website at www.ausbonsargent.org, or stop by the office at 71 Pleasant 
Street, New London.

Lake Sunapee Region VNA and Hospice 2014 report 


On behalf of the staff and volunteers of Lake Sunapee Region VNA and Hospice 
(LSRVNA), thank you for the opportunity to provide home health care and hospice services, 
personal care, and community health services in Wilmot. 


Our mission — to provide care for individuals and families in home and community 
settings and enable people to stay in their homes for as long as possible — is at the heart of all we 
do for Wilmot residents and residents throughout our 1,900-square-mile service area. 


As in previous years, the LSRVNA Board of directors has pledged that, within its 
financial resources, our organization will continue to serve those in need of care regardless of 
insurance coverage or financial circumstances. I am proud to report that for the 12-month period 
ending Sept. 30, 2014, LSRVNA employees served Wilmot in the following ways: 


e Provided 1,733 hours of nursing, therapy, and in-home supportive care to 53 residents. 


e Provided 1,261 in-home nursing, therapy, and social work visits to these residents. 
Thirty-four visits were provided without any remuneration to LSRVNA. One hundred 
twenty-nine visits were provided under various Medicaid programs. (N.H. Medicaid 
reimburses at less than 60 percent of visit costs.) 


e Five residents received a total of 264 visits through our hospice program. They were able 
to spend their last days at home. Their families are provided 14 months of bereavement 
support and counseling after the death of their loved one at no cost. 


e 121 residents used our foot care, flu and blood pressure clinics, and parent-child 
bereavement and other support groups. 


Our talented staff remains committed to individual health and well-being and to fostering 
community support and involvement, which empowers residents to help their friends and 
neighbors. Please do not hesitate to contact me if there is any way we can be of service to 
you, your loved ones, or someone you know in Wilmot. Our vision — to be the leading 
provider of home-care services in the region, to be the best place to work and volunteer, and 
to remain an adaptive and enduring presence — is possible only with your support.

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New London Hospital report for 2014 


During 2014, New London Hospital continued to offer a broad array of local health care 
services in our community hospital setting, serving 15 towns, including Wilmot. 


During this time, these providers joined our vibrant medical staff: Matthew Bryant, 
CRNA; William Ferriter, DPM; Tamsen Howes, PA; Erin Knuuti, FNP, MSN; Ashley Miller, 
MD; Pete Peterson, PA-C ATC; Heather Sabourin, CRNA; and Andrew Torkelson, MD. 


In keeping with our recent affiliation with Dartmouth-Hitchcock, New London Hospital 
also added services from an extensive roster of Dartmouth-Hitchcock specialty health care 
providers in audiology, dermatology, gastroenterology, general surgery, orthopedics, and 
urology. We welcomed Harold Pikus, MD, of Upper Valley Neurology Neurosurgery to meet the 
increased need for neurosurgical care in our communities. 


New London Ambulance Service was available 24/7 with advanced life support for seven 
communities including Wilmot. Clinical staff and senior leaders spoke to various groups and 
participated in area health fairs and events. We also offered the community these significant 
educational opportunities: 

e Panel of statewide and local experts on the Affordable Care Act and how to access health 

insurance. 

e Caring Student Intern program for high school students interested in health care careers. 

e 14" annual Central New Hampshire EMS Conference at Mount Sunapee Resort. 

e The Wellness Connection: For a Healthy Lake Sunapee Region, unveiled its strategic 

plan to promote healthy eating and active living. 

e Inaugural John H. Ohler, MD, Community Health Lecture on Dietary Impact on Health: 

Understanding the Magic of the Mediterranean Diet, presented by cardiologist Dr. 
Andrew Torkelson, was attended by 275 people. 


We celebrated many successes, including honors bestowed on individuals, departments and 
our entire institution, with these designations and awards that reflect the quality of care offered to 
our community: 

e Harvard Pilgrim Health Care Hospital Honor Roll based on performance among the top 

25 percent nationally on a set of composite quality and patient experience measures. 

e Diagnostic Imaging Center of Excellence (DICOE) designation from the American 
College of Radiology (first hospital in New Hampshire and one of 19 hospitals in the 
United States). 

e Statewide awards from the N.H. Hospital Association: Bruce King, president and CEO, 
received the Leslie A. Smith President’s Award, and The Wellness Connection for a 
Healthy Lake Sunapee Region received the HEAL NH Award for promoting healthy 
eating and active living. 

e Rural Health Clinician Award given to Steven Powell, MD, MPH, chief medical officer 
and medical director of Psychiatric Services for New London Hospital, by the New 
England Rural Health Round Table. 


e Community Member of the Year award to Karen Zurheide, vice president of Community 
Relations and Development, from the Lake Sunapee Region Chamber of Commerce for 
outstanding service and commitment to the community. 

e Cloie Bridgeo, Scott Ireland, Patricia Rienzo, and Sandra Williams were each recognized 
for reaching 35 years of dedicated service to the community as New London Hospital 
employees. 


The year also brought challenges, both particular to us and common to health care 
organizations. Our Newport Health Center was unexpectedly forced to close for several weeks in 
March and April for repairs to extensive flood damage. Staff of both Newport and New London 
facilities successfully accommodated Newport patients in New London during this time, 
including providing transportation for those who needed it. Also in early 2014, we reported 
financial shortfalls to the community. The hospital’s board of trustees and staff leadership 
worked together to adjust budgets without compromising quality. In the second half of 2014 we 


saw improved financial results from increased use of many of our services and reduced expenses. 


During 2014, the community gave back to New London Hospital in many ways, including: 

e Our ninth Annual Gala raised $19,000 to support Newport Health Center’s flood 
recovery and $17,000 for our Annual Fund. 

e Sponsors and players contributed to raise $30,000 from our 11th Annual Golf 
Invitational. 

e Community organizations and individuals from many towns who worked together to 
bring about the 90th annual Hospital Days celebration and our 31st annual Triathlon. 

e The Lake Sunapee Country Club Women’s Golf Association raised $28,000 to provide 
breast cancer detection services to those unable to pay. 


e Volunteer service to the hospital, given in many different capacities, which totaled nearly 
11,000 hours. 


Thank you to all those who chose to receive care from us in 2014, as well as volunteers who 
gave their precious time, generous donors who provided funding, dedicated staff who gave their 
best daily, and all others from Wilmot who supported our mission in the past year.

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2014 annual report for NRRA Recycling Cooperative 


As a member of the Northeast Resource Recovery Association (NRRA), the town of 
Wilmot has access to all the services of this first-in-the-nation, 34-year-old recycling cooperative. 


Your member-driven organization provides Wilmot with: 
e Up-to-date technical assistance in waste reduction and recycling. 
Cooperative marketing to maximize pricing; cooperative purchasing to minimize costs. 
Current market conditions and latest regional and national recycling trends. 
Innovative programs (i.e. dual stream, consolidation, and single stream). 
Educational and networking opportunities through our annual Recycling Conference, 
biweekly “full of Scrap” email news, website, and fall facility tours. 
e School Recycling Club —a program to help schools improve their recycling efforts. 
e N.H. Department of Environmental Services continuing education credits. 
e N.H. the Beautiful signs, grants, bins, and Recyclemobiles. 


In 2014 Wilmot residents recycled 68.57 tons of paper to save 1,166 trees. They also 
recycled 16.79 gross tons of scrap metal to conserve more than eight tons of coal that would have 
been used to manufacture new metal. Wilmot residents also recycled 7,576 pounds of electronics 
which saved enough energy to power 1.3 homes for one year. Wilmot residents recycled more 
than 88 tons of materials in fiscal year 2014. 


NRRA membership has grown to include more than 400 municipalities, businesses and 
individuals in New Hampshire, Vermont, Massachusetts, Connecticut, and Maine. As a nonprofit 
organization, NRRA is unique — it does not charge a brokerage fee or work to maximize profits. 
Instead, NRRA charges a minimal co-op fee, which is reinvested to further recycling programs in 
municipalities and schools.

NRRA Marketing Tonnages 
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Sunapee-Ragged-Kearsarge Greenway Coalition 


Founded in 1993, the Sunapee-Ragged-Kearsarge (SRK) Greenway Coalition is a nonprofit, 
all-volunteer organization dedicated to promoting hiking and land conservation. The Greenway is a 
75-mile-long loop trail that includes sections of trails in four state parks, three state forests and one 
wildlife management area. These lands are linked by Greenway trails on municipal and privately owned 
properties and pass through 10 area towns including Wilmot. Conservation easements on some of these 
private lands help to guarantee the future of trails so vital to the area's quality of life. 


With about 200 members, the SRK Greenway is a community-based organization governed by a 
board of directors that oversees trail work; leads hikes; and publishes a newsletter, a website, and a trail 
guidebook. A new version of the guidebook (third edition) is in preparation with an expected release date 
of March 15, 2015, the day of the SRK annual meeting (which includes a guest speaker and potluck 
supper.) The guidebook will feature full-color updated maps and improved trail descriptions and 
additional new material. We completely updated our website, www.srkg.org, in 2014. It has maps of all 
14 trail sections. Visitors to the website also will find hiking schedules, landowner information, and links 
to other hiking trails in New Hampshire. The trail guidebook can be purchased at Morgan Hill Bookstore 
and Village Sports, both in New London. 


In Wilmot, 13 miles of Greenway trails pass through state land and private land. The Greenway is 
grateful to these landowners for providing trail access. Trails include the popular Bog Mountain trail with 
great views in all directions at the summit and the popular hike up Mount Kearsarge. The SRK Greenway 
sponsors a Fall Walkabout every year on Greenway trails, with additional hikes planned for the summer 
and winter months. Membership is $10 for an individual and $15 for a family. 


Conservation and maintenance of hiking trails requires active collaboration with other local and 
state organizations. This is the third year of partnership with Student Conservation Association (SCA) 
high school crew working on Mount Kearsarge trails. This two-week project received primary funding 
from N.H. Recreational Trails Program Grant. Trail work events were advertised through the summer 
through a grant from Quabbin-to-Cardigan Partnership (www.q2cpartnership.org.) In Wilmot, the SRK 
Greenway partnered with the Wilmot Conservation Commission to install some boardwalks in wet areas 
on Trail 8, near Patterson Road. The SRK worked with Ausbon Sargent to create a short trail from SRK 
Trail 14 in Newbury to an interesting cellar hole in the new Audubon Stoney Brook Reservation. SRK 
members maintain the trails and town directors are responsible for trail maintenance in their towns. Along 
the Greenway, project days included clearing water bars on the Summit Trail in Mount Sunapee State 
Park, installing Greenway blazes in Sunapee, and building a short switchback trail on Ragged Mountain. 


Join the growing band of souls who believe that these lands — and the outdoor life that they offer 
— have become nothing less than the legacy that allows future generations to discover and enjoy the 
attributes of this extraordinary region we call home.

In 2014, UNH Cooperative Extension reached a major milestone — its 100-year anniversary! 


From October 2013 to September 2014 we served citizens in every community in Merrimack 
County through our diverse programming such as 4-H, Nutrition Connections, Food & Agriculture, 
Community & Economic Development, Natural Resources, and Youth & Family, reaching residents in all 
27 towns in the county. 


In the spirit of the regional program model, residents benefitted not only from the Merrimack 
County-based Extension staff but 58 Extension state and field specialists from outside of Merrimack 
County. That’s 85 percent of our educators. 


Who we are: 

UNH Cooperative Extension, the public outreach arm 
of the University of New Hampshire, has engaged 
New Hampshire residents for 100 years with a broad 
variety of nonformal educational offerings. 


What we do: 

UNH Cooperative Extension provides a direct link 
between UNH and people throughout the state. 

In partnership with local residents and volunteers, 
Cooperative Extension plans and conducts educational 
programs responsive to New Hampshire people and 
the issues they identify as important to them. 


How we do it: 

County Extension field staff bring these programs to county residents through hands-on workshops, site 
visits, seminars, conferences, phone consultations, video-conferences, printed materials, correspondence 
courses, a statewide toll-free Info Line, and a large website, as well as partnering with other programs to 
bring the best to the citizens of Merrimack County. Our program areas include: 


e Food & agriculture: UNH Cooperative Extension, part of the land grant university, provides 
educational programs and applied research to promote safe and local food production, dairy and 
small-scale livestock and poultry production, and the state’s large and diverse ornamental 
horticulture industry. We offer programs in food safety for homeowners, farmers markets, and 
food service industries, as well as, pesticide applicator training, soil and plant diagnostic services 
and livestock production. Merrimack County residents participated in Master Gardener training 
and programs, N.H. Dairy conference, N.H. Municipal Turf & Grounds conference, Plant 
Diagnostics Lab services, Safe Milk Handling training, Small Farm conference, Integrated Pest 
Management (IPM), and Immigrant Farmer training. 


e Natural resources: Managing and protecting New Hampshire’s natural resources is critical to a 
healthy environment, our quality of life, and the tourism industry, as well as for current and future 
economic opportunities. Our Natural Resources Team provides research, education and 
stewardship throughout the state with a boots-on-the-ground approach in extending statewide 
programs in forestry and wildlife, natural resource development, land and water conservation, and 


marine fisheries. Merrimack County residents participated in many natural resources programs: 
Emerald Ash Borer and Asian Longhorned Beetle monitoring and educational workshops, 
Geospatial Technology Training (GIS), N.H. Maple School, N.H. Land Trust Coalition work, 
Saving Special Places Land Conservation Conference, Speaking for Wildlife talks, Stewardship 
Network, woodlot visits and forest management services. 


e Community & economic development: Our Community and Economic Development team 
(CED) will continue to provide research-based education and assistance to individuals, families, 
businesses, and communities to help them identify opportunities to enhance their competitive 
advantage, build upon their assets, and create conditions that foster local and regional economic 
growth. Merrimack County residents participated in: Agriculture and Natural Resource Business 
Institute courses, All Walks of Life Forum, Broadband training and technical assistance, 
Community Profiles (Dunbarton & Hooksett), Marketing Forest Products workshops, More than 
Wheels — Making Money Work for You, Selling at Farmers Markets, and town planning 
facilitation and technical support. 


e Youth & family: Preparing youth to become caring and productive citizens is critical to New 
Hampshire’s future. We pursue this goal through community-based positive youth development, 
using the 4-H program as a primary vehicle. Federal funding from the USDA provides resources 
for continued support to programs that focus on the specific needs of limited-resource families. 
We address high-priority issues such as obesity as both a personal health and public 
health/economic issue. We provide educational resources for parents and families through web- 
based outreach, e-newsletters and train-the-trainer programs. Merrimack County youth and 
volunteers participated in 4-H Youth Development programs such as: State and County Activities 
Day, Eastern States Activities and Competition, Teen Conference, county and state animal 
science shows, Barry Conservation Camp, and Hopkinton State Fair. Merrimack County residents 
also participated in Farm to School Days, military family events and camps, nutrition education 
programs for limited-resource families, refugees and local schools. 


UNH Extension trains and supports more than 3,359 volunteers statewide providing a value of 
$4.5 million. They include 4-H leaders, master gardeners, wildlife coverts, community tree stewards, 
water-quality monitors, marine docents, and others, who extend the reach of extension programs. 


Our statewide Education Center & toll-free Info Line staffed by volunteers fielded 394 calls from 
Merrimack County residents. Twenty-four Master Gardeners from Merrimack County helped extend 
Extension’s work, volunteering 762 hours and making direct contacts with local residents.

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Regional planning commission report for 2014 


The Upper Valley Lake Sunapee Regional Planning Commission (UVLSRPC) has 
provided professional planning assistance to municipal boards since 1963, when it was formed as 
the Upper Valley Development Council. The commission is one of nine regional planning 
commissions in New Hampshire created to coordinate inter-municipal planning, act as a liaison 
between local and state/federal agencies, and to provide advisory technical assistance on land use 
and development issues. The commission serves 27 communities, including Wilmot, in Grafton, 
Sullivan, and Merrimack counties. 


In 2014, the commission was engaged in more than 30 local, regional and statewide 
planning projects. The year was highlighted by the completion of the draft UVLSRPC Regional 
Plan (available online at regionalplan.uvisrpc.org). The vision, goals, and strategies presented in 
the plan are the result of the largest public outreach process ever undertaken by the UVLSRPC. 
Public input included guidance from the UVLSRPC Regional Plan Advisory Committee, 
analysis of the 27 municipal master plans from the region’s communities, participation at special 
events around the region, meetings with municipal leaders, an online forum specific to the 
UVLSRPC region, and a telephone survey of residents of the region. While the UVLSRPC 
Regional Plan is advisory in nature, purpose, and effect, the plan is intended to strengthen the 
decision-making capacity of local governments by providing information and guidance that can 
support municipal master plans and policies. 


The commission also adopted the UVLSRPC Regional Broadband Plan in 2014. 
Broadband access remains a substantial challenge for both rural communities and businesses in 
our region. The Broadband Plan details the availability of (and gaps in) broadband services 
throughout our region, and identifies a series of strategies to achieve 20 Mbps Download/10 
Mbps Upload speeds in all areas of our region by 2020. The Regional Broadband Plan is 
available online at www.uvisrpc.org.
